A vote of con- 
fidence on his month-old govern- 
ment is scheduled for Saturday.

support only “the resistance in the 
ocecupled land.” 

In an obvious reference to the 
terrorist clabm to represent the 
Palestinians in Jordan, Lawai said 
that the rational unity in his 
watry was “sacred,” adding that 
it was 20 subject for compromises.

NEW YORE (AP). Sixteen 
young anti-war veterana were 
barricaded inside the Statue of 
Liberty yesterday, vowing to re- 
main until President Nixon sets 2 
date for the withdrawal of all 
American troops frbm Southeast 
Asia. 

"We, as the new generation of 
men who have survived Vietnam, 
are taking this symbole action at 
the Statue of Liberty in an effort 
to show support for any person 
who refuses to kill," the demonstra- 
tors said in a statement Issued by 
the Vietnam Veterany Against the 
War. 

Administrators for the National 
Park Service, which has jurisdic- 
tion over Liberty Island (formerly 
called Bedloe's Island), talked with 
the group during the night but 
there was no indication what ac- 
tion officiais would take if the 
men did not leave. 

“Last spring we threw our me- 
dals into the dirt (at the anti- 
war demonstration in Washington) 
because we thought It would end 
the war," the occupiers said in a 
statement. “Now sa we sit inside 
the Statue of Liberty, having cap- 
tured the hope and imagination of 
& war-weary nation, we can πὸ 
longer tolerate the war in South- 
east Asia. Mr. Nixon, you set the 
date — we'll evacuate.” 

Some of the protesters wore mi- 
litary fatigues and medals, others 
were in civilian clothes.

T= practice of Jewish education 

in the diaspora Is usually de- 
sertbed as problematic; the study of 
Jewish education may be described 
a8 non-existent. While many people 
are involved with Jewish education, 
and many others talk about it, very 
few study it seriously. There is, in 
fact, mo such thing as the serious, 
academic study of Jewish educstion, 
comparable, for example, to the 
study of secular education or the 
study of Judaica. The volume under 
review must be viewed in terms of 
this sad situation, When so viewed, 
Ane some is significant on two 
levels:

standing of the history of Amer- 
ican Jewish education (and con- 
sequently of the history of 
American Jewish hfe); 
. Xt serves as a proto! 
and hopefully model for fur-

The bulk of the volume is a col- 
lection of representative documents 
in the history of American Jewish 
education, from’ arrangements for 
the appointment of a schoolmaster 
for New York’s Shearith Israel 
(Spanish and Portuguese) Congrega- 
tton in 1760 to “Refiections on the 
Jewish Day School” by Milton 
Himmelfarb in 1960. This coHection 
is proof not only of the importance 


and validity of the documentary 
gpproach, but also of the inherent 
aaventure amd excitement of such 
ἃ procedure {it is to be regretted 
that the documents stop at 1960; 
the period 1960-1971 is surely a 
time of great flux and significance 
in Jewish education). 

The volume also cortaing an In- 
troductory essay on the history of 
American Jewish education and 2 
bibliographic essay. The former 
makes mo pretense at being a com- 
prehensive historical treatise; rather 
iH may be seen in terms of sign- 
posts, guidelines, and hunches con- 
cerning the development of Amer- 
lean Jewish education.’ This essay 
clearly reflects the historiographic 
thesis so prevalent in contemporary 
general educational history — and so 
eosent in the history of Jewish 
education — 85 to the integral rela- 
tlonship between schoo] and 80- 
clety. Gartner's assumption is that 


the history of American Jewish. 


education is not the record of Jew- 
ish schools and curricula, but rather 
the analysis of the development 
and interaction between the Jewish 
educational enterprise and America 
and American Jewish life. (An- 
other important recent manifesta- 
tion of this approach is Arthur A. 
Goren's “The Kehillah of New York 
City,” reviewed here on April 15, 
1971.) 

In short, the history of Amer- 
ican Jewish education transcends

the four walls of the Hebrew school 
or the bureau offices, as well as 
the printed word of the official 
curriculum. It can be understood 
only within the broader context of 
American and American Jewish life. 
Gartner's broader perspective causes 
him to see the development of Jew- 
ish edutation in terms of the rise 
of the common school; urbanization;

Jerusalem to 
crack down 
on illegal 


construction 


Jerusalem Pout Reporter 

The Jerusalem City Engineer has 
been empowered by the Town Plan- 
ning Commission to take more effec- 
tive action against Wegal buliding 
In the city. 

The Engineer will be empowered 
from February 15 to request a court 
order for the Municipality Itself to 
destroy structures erected without 
permits. Hitherto, he could only ask 
the court to order the contractor or 
homeowner who committed the viola- 
tion to carry out the destruction 
itself, Execution was often inordina- 
tely delayed, desplte court fines, 
sometimes belng put off for years. 
Under the new regulation, the Muni- 
clpality would itself carry out the 
court order, subsequently billing the 
party Involved for the cost. 

City Councilman Haim Marinov, 
chairman of the Commission, said 
last night that such destruction 
orders would be issued against 11- 
legally enclosed balconies or other 
minor additions to buildings “that 
could be destroyed.” If, however, the 
contractor builds an apartment larger 
than what hig permit entitles him 
to, the apartment itself will not be 
destroyed. Instead, the court will be 
asked to fine the party involved 
double the value of the addition. 


Asked what would happen if an 
entire bullding were built without 
ἃ permit, Mr. Marinov sald “We'll 
destroy it.” 

As for the residential tower in 
the Omariya Plot, Mr, Marinov said, 
it wag only-a “formal” -permit that 
was lacking due to a technicality. 
The building itself, he said, had been 
approved in principle by the District 
Planning Commission.

SAPIR ASKS BUDGET HIKE 


the current financial scandats are 
what occupied most of the Mem- 
bers during the debate on the 
proposed budgetry increase yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Yohanan Bader, Galal’s 
veteran financial debater, claimed 
that according to a recent poll, 80 
per cent of the nation was against 
any cut in the defence budget, and 
warned that Gahal would fight tooth 
and ὯΔΠ against any snch cuts. 

He claimed that the proposed ad- 
ditional tudget was only another

He ended off his long speech with 
ἃ warning to the Government not 
to attempt to make political capital 
out of offering social pro; es at 
the expense of the country’s sec- 
urity. 

Knesset Finance Committee Chair- 
man, Mr. Israel] Kargman (Align-. 
ment) reminded Dr. Bader that 
former Fremier David Ben-Gurion 
had cut the defence budget by 25 
per cent in his time, “and you can't 
tell me that you are a bigger patriot 
than B-G." He noted that the Gov- 
ernment was fighting inffation, and 
that in no way was the proposed 
additional budget inflationary. No 
additional taxes would be levied, and 
the main reason for the additional 
-budget was to cover the repercus- 
sions of the devaluation. 

The cut in the defence ‘budget, he 
said, was done in consultation with 
the Chief of Staff, and would in no 
way endanger the security of the 
country, ᾿ 

Mr. Daniel Levi (N.R-P.) claimed 
that the additional budget ‘would 
not solve the country’s economic 
problems, and that the only real solu- 
tion would be a basic change in 
economic policy. All the time that 
policy temains unchanged πὸ said, 
inflation will continue to plague us.

RAMAT GAN. — This city is 
going to give its drivers a 
“break” — by getting rid of 
some of its parking metres and 
allowing each driver an hour of 

free parking daily downtown. 

The Paris and Amsterdam ex- 
ample of placing a one-hour 
plastic “clock” near the wind- 
shield will be adopted, The dri-. 
ver will set the hands of the 
“clock” to allow him one hour of 
free parking. After that, he must 
move, or pay the regular IL10 
fine for over-parking. (He can 
also come back and shift the 
hands of the clock. But this is 
legal, and if caught, he will be 
fined IL10.) 

Ramat Gan’s decision to do 
away with 150 of {ts parking 
meters came after it became ap- 
parent that a motorist, by giving 
ἃ meter a good bang, could set 
it in operation and get free 
parking. In addition, the meters 
often became prey of ‘thieves, 
who would empty their contents. 

The plastic “clocks” wil] be 
sold at kiosks, at IL1 each, with 
the proceeds Boing to social wel- 
fare needs. It 1s hoped that an 
advertising company wl fur- 
nish 'the clocks to the city free, 
in exchange for the advertising 
printed on them. 

Out-of-town drivers will be 
hardest hit. They either will 
have to pay IL1 for the plastic 
“glock” even if they use it only 
once — or park at a distance 
from the downtown area.

However, Prof. Kolkowicz 
noted, “whether the Soviets can per- 
suade Sadat to accept thelr lead is 
another question.” He believes the 
Russians consider the Middle East 
their sphere of interest, with Egypt 
ag their main beachhead for future 
expansion, “The fact is that three 
of the four parties (U.S. U.S.3.R., 
Israel and the Arabs) involved in 
the Arab-Israel conflict can tolerate 
the ‘no war — no peace’ situation, 
while the Arabs feel they cannot. 
How that will resolve itself 15 the 
conundrum," Prof. Kolkowiez re. 
marked. 

He held that Soviet policy had 
always linked strategy with techno- 
logical means available, noting that 
Stalin stressed massive conventional 
armies, did not emphasize alr and 
Sea power, and his policies were 
bound to large continuous Iand mas- 
ses. Khrushchev, who gave priority to 
air power and offensive-defensive 
strategy, has given way to the pre- 
sent leadership which has a vast 
military power machine “looking for 
@ purpose.” 

But they wish “to avoid a con- 
frontation with the other super- 
power, and especially a two-front 
confrontation in the east and west. 
Thus Moscow watches closely for all 
reactions emanating from Washing- 
ton to {its probes." The professor 
noted the shift from Khrushchevlan 
unselective ald to a more systematic 
approach, based on logistic accessi- 
bility. 

In the past the Russians spent 
20 billion dollars in the Third World 
without any tangible success. Today,

Urge rabbis 
to disavow 
new bill

Two leading members of the 
Chief Rabbinate Council have re- 
newed thelr pleas to the two Chief 
Rabbis that they and the Council 
publicly disavow the proposed new 
Chief Rabbinate Election Law and 
the regulations being drafted under 
it. 

In 8. letter sent this week to 
Chief Rabbis Unterman and Nis- 
sim, Dayan Eliezer Goldshmidt and 
Rabbi Shaul Yisraeli recall that 
they wrote previously to the Chief 
Rabbis on December 7 urging a 
Council meeting to discuss the new 
regulations — ‘but “to our great 
wonderment we have not yet τὸ- 


ceived a reply.” Copies of this 
week's letter — and of that of 
December 7 — was also sent to 


all members of the Chief Rabbi- 
nate Council. 

In 'the letter, the two rabbis re- 
hearse their main objections to the 
new regulations: they are basically 
that they tend to lessen the rab- 
binieal and Orthodox character of 
the electoral college. 

It is learnt that while Chief Rab- 
bi Unterman is in favour of calling 
a meeting of the Chief Rabbinate 
Council to discuss the new regula- 
tions, Chief Rabbi Nissim is not 
ready to do so. 

(The call for a meeting must 
come from both the Chief Rabbis.) 
The Chief Rabbinate Council has 
not met since August, and there 
are several outstanding issues await- 
ing fts attention.

‘Half of Jerusalem’ shows 
‘flu-like symptoms’

“Half of Jerusalem” seems to be 


laid low with flu, “or at least a 
flu-like syndrome,” Magen David 
Adom doctors told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

The doctors ridiculed earlier Min- 
istry of Health statements (quoted 
in the afternoon press) that “there 
‘is no epidemic.” The problem, they 
explained, was that while πὸ 
particular flu virus or viruses have 
been pinned down or identified, many 
people in Jerusalem are suffering 
from symptoms commonly associated . 
with flu — such as sore throat,’ 
high temperatures, runny nose, 
coughs, muscular pains and gastric 
disorders. These symptoms, while 
they may not be of a known flu 

are definitely “flu-like,” 
doctors said. 

Absenteelsm !s high at the mo- 
ment in Jerusalem offices and other 
places of work, and doctors report 
that they are being overloaded with 
flu cases. Magen David Adom also 
sald last night that they were hop- 
ing to take on an extra doctor at 
least for next Saturday. Last night 
they reported 16 calls for home 
visits within half an hour; and al- 
most ali of these were flu cases.

TEL AVIV. — The 1,000 law stu- 
dents at Tel Aviv University Law 
School are holding a warning strike 
today despite stern warnings from 
the faculty. The students are com- 
plaining of “inflexible” regulations, 
especially those penalizing students 
unable to meet examination dead- 
lines due to army reserve duty, 

The faculty's reaction was that 
the 27-member Student Council did 
not even bother to hear out the 
Dean of the Faculty, Prof. Amnon 
Rubinstein, or convene a general 
assembly of the students, before 
rushing into the strike. 

According to the faculty, the 
Student Council was up in arms 
against a system adopted by the 
Faculty Council with the approval 
of student representatives. How- 
ever, it noted, the students had re- 
jected those elements in the scheme 
that did cot suit the students who 
fall to meke the grade. 

The faculty charged the Student 
Council wanted to dictate to the 
university, and lower its academic 
standards. “The faculty does not 
consider its relations with the stu- 
dents as between employer and em- 
ployee, and does not recognize the 
existence of a labour dispute or a 
strike,” a faculty statement said. 

The lecturers will be at their Iec-

Grawa, in keeping with university 
regulations. 

The Student Council has written 
to Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
asking him to intervene on their 
behalf with Prof. Rubinstein.
